Chris Medina has a 3-D problem. 

Every time he sees a movie with the special 
effect, his vision is blurry and his balance is 
unsteady for hours after the credits roll. Medina 
describes it as a “3-D hangover,” yet he can’t 
stop going back to the theater. 

“It’s a lot more fun and interactive than a 
regular movie,” he said. “{Audiences] want 
something bigger and better, and 3-D is better.” 

Not only is Medina, 22, willing to endure the 
physical side effects of seeing a movie in 3-D, 
he’ll even plunk down extra money for the 
privilege. 

In the past year, the Ukrainian Village resi- 
dent has donned 3-D glasses for ‘Avatar”— 
twice— as well as for ‘Alice in Wonderland,” 
“Up,” “Coraline” and “My Bloody Valentine.” 

While movie buffs such as Medina embrace 
the evolving technology that gives viewers the 
sensation of depth in traditionally 2-D media, 
the entertainment industry is thinking outside 
the cineplex in a quest to find more ways to 
cash in. 

Seemingly every day, there is an announce- 
ment about a new project looking to get a piece 
of the 3-D action. Check out just a handful of 
the more recent stories that generated three- 
dimensional buzz: 

» Panasonic and Samsung began selling 3-D 
TV packages last week for about $3,000 each. 
That’s at least $500 more than a comparably 
sized standard TV and Blu-ray player. Sony will 
have its 3-D TVs on the market in June. 

» The NCAA men’s basketball Final Four 
in April will be broadcast live in 3-D at select 
theaters. 

» Comcast will broadcast the Masters, featur- 
ing Tiger Woods’ return to golf, for free next 
month to its customers with 3-D sets. A feed 
also will be available on the golf tournament’s 
Web site. 

» Lady Gaga is planning a 3-D concert tour 


HIGH EXPECTATIONS FOR TV 

Samsung, the world’s largest maker of TVs, 
has high hopes for 3-D. Tim Baxter, head of the 
company’s U.S. electronics division, said he 
expects 3-D systems to be in 3 million to 
4 million of the 35 million TV sets sold in the 
U.S. this year by all manufacturers. 

and DVD, MTV reported, though details on 
how a 3-D concert would work were sketchy 

Blame Hollywood for the 3-D explosion. 
There were 20 movies released in 3-D last 
year, including the alien opus “Avatar” and 
animated “Up.” That’s an increase from eight 
in 2008. 

Although 3-D movies represented less than 
4 percent of the 558 films released all year, 
they accounted for $1.14 billion, or ii percent 
of the $10.6 billion total box office haul in the 
U.S. and Canada. In fact, the bulk of the $i bil- 
lion increase in North American ticket sales is 
attributable to the 3-D movies; box office sales 
for 2-D movies increased by only about $70 
million over 2008. 

But can 3-D make the transition to TV? 

One challenge will be that the 3-D effect 
requires viewers to wear relatively bulky bat- 
tery-operated glasses that need to be recharged 
occasionally They are not like the cheap throw- 
aways that have been used in theaters since the 
1950S. 

When you’re wearing these 3-D TV glasses, 
room lights and computer screens may look 
like they’re flickering, making it difficult to 
combine 3-D viewing with other household 
activities. Anyone who’s not wearing the glasses 
when the set is in 3-D mode will see a blurry 
screen. (The sets can be used in 2-D mode as 
well, with no glasses required.) 

Those inconveniences are a deal-breaker for 
Kevin Ammons of Forest Park. 

‘At the theater, you have a large screen, mas- 
sive surround sound and no distractions in a 
dark room,” said Ammons, 31, who saw ‘Avatar”

Its CEO, Jeffrey 
Katzenberg, said it will convert its “Shrek” 
movies to 3-D for Samsung TV buyers later 
this year.

Movies in 3-D are becoming such big 
moneymakers that Hollywood studios are 
cramming them into the nation’s theaters, even 
though there aren’t enough screens available to 
give each film its fullest run.

Do you have to be i) a believer in vampires, 2) a believer in werewolves, 
and 3) a teenage girl to enjoy “The Twilight Saga: New Moon”? 

After watching “Twilight,” the first movie based on Stephenie 
Meyer’s best-selling young adult book series about teenage romance, 
chastity and biting in the Pacific Northwest, my answer would have 
been “no.” 

Unfortunately, all of the hard-won suspension of disbelief achieved in 
“Twilight” is squandered by its sequel, “The Twilight Saga: New Moon.” 

Like the first film, “New Moon” is set in the small town of Forks in 
rural western Washington State, near Port Angeles, where the teen- 
aged Bella had gone to live with her dad (Billy Burke), the local chief of 
police. 

After an incident involving Bella and Edward’s vampire family almost 
turns our heroine into a meal, Edward (Robert Pattinson) decides 
that in order to save his beloved, he must leave Bella and never see her 
again. 

Naturally, this does not go over well with the love-stricken Bella, 
who mopes for months and has terrible nightmares. She starts having 
hallucinations of Edward warning her whenever she places herself in 
dangerous situations. Bella also gets closer to Jacob (Taylor Lautner), 
who has barely concealed his love for her. 

The main problem with the film is that while absence (and absti- 
nence) may make the heart grow fonder, it doesn’t prevent “New 
Moon” from getting awfully tedious for long periods of time.

Veg out with indoor 
container gardens 


Situation: How 

can I grow herbs 
or vegetables 
when I don’t have 
a backyard? 
Solution: Start a 
container garden. 


Container gardening is perfect for rent- 
ers, because potted plants can grow on a 
deck, patio or sunny indoor spot. If you 
want to start an herb or vegetable garden, 
all you really need is high-quality compost 
soil (available at any garden store), seeds 
or sprouts, and a planter with drainage, 

A hand-held garden claw also is useful for 
gently turning the surface soil every once in a 
while to aerate the roots. 

Find a spot for your plants that gets good sun— at least a few hours 
per day for herbs, more for deep-potted vegetables such as tomatoes — 
and make sure to water them when the surface soil feels like it’s begin- 
ning to dry out. Worried about over or under-watering? Here are a few 
foolproof kits for beginners. 


Simple Garden by FertileEarth

This self-contained system comes with a recycled plastic 
planter, a cube of soil, seed packets and color- 
coded instructions for planting. If you’re 
low on light, you can buy an additional 
grow light for $25, and if you’ve got 
a black thumb, you can purchase 
a $15 sensor stick that lets you 
know when to water your 
garden. 


Potato Grow Bag at 
Gardener’s Supply

Potatoes might not be the first thing 
you’d think about growing on your porch, 
but if you have a corner of space that 
gets full sun, they’re fairly easy to care for. 
Gardener’s Supply sells porous fabric 
bags designed to hold soil, fertilizer 
and seed potatoes. After a frost- 
free growing season of three 
to four months, the bag should 
yield 7 to 13 pounds of potatoes.

These self- watering 
pots are made of 
a terra cotta core 
surrounded by a glass 
container. Fill the glass 
with water, drop the 
potted plant Inside, 
and it will slowly 
absorb the liquid.
